Hore again, then, the Japaneso found astrong 
incentive to take the basinoss out of foreign 
hands, The same story, though in loss striking 
terms, might bo told of almost every branch of 
the country’s over-sea, commeres, go that, on the 
one sida, the Japaness strnggled perpetually to 
organize a system of “ diract export,” on the. 
-other, the foreign middleman, clung with 
tenacity to the business be had dovelopad.

CHINESE POSTS AND TRLEGRAPHS. 


QUESTIONS WITH JAPAN, i

by Sir Robert Hart in obedience to an Tmp rial 
decree of March 20th, 18), provides a choap 
and affective service throughout the Em pire. 
| At tho International Postal Congres in Ronie 
leat year China announced her intention to 
enter the Intarnationsl Pustul Uuion on 6 date 
lo be fixad hereafter, the fual protocol signed 
on May 26th by all the other Powers being left 
opan for hor adkesion provided sha notifi 
to the L‘alian Government her intenti n be- 
fore next Monday, ‘July ist. But China is 
not yel prepared to onter the ‘Union, though 
she is avare that isolation places. her at 
a cearisin disadvantage. Without China's 
knowledge or consent, Japan hes udtitied the 
International Postal. Buréan at Berne that she 


|has opened parcel post offices in 41 towna in 
| Manoburin. 


Sho carries Japsinese mails at 
pominal rates or freo on hor South Manchurian 
Railway ; she. refasesto carry Chinese mails on 
the same railway except by slow trains; she 
ehatges union rates for carrying Chinese 
domestic mails through Chinese terrilory. 
China also declines to joie the International 


‘1 Pelegroph Union, but she has good. reason for 


declining. Tho unsatisfactory condition, under 
Chines management, of her inland telegraph 
‘service, with its rninous rates, the most expon- 
sive in the world, averoging 12 times per word 
greater than in Indie, and embarrassing engage- 
mente with foreign cable companies alike keep 
her apart, Sha has several’ telegraph questions 
on hand. Sho denounced on the same date, 
December, 1934, her conventions regarding the 
junction of the Burmosoand Chinese telographs 
aud of the Indo-Chigose and Chinese telegraphs. 
She immediately nogoliated a now one with 
England, which came into force on June 1, 1995,
